Sooner or Later, City Faces 
Decision on Height Control 


One of these days the Menlo Park City Council is 
going to have to face up to a problem: Should the city’s 
building height limitations be modified, and if so, how 
much? 

The problem is a ticklish one. 

For one thing, the city council and planning commis- 
sion have maintained that the present 35-foot height limit 
is as high as they want buildings to go in town, for the 
past several years. This is still primarily a single-family 
residence town, they say, and they want its character to 
remain unimpaired. 

The city and a good number of its residents last year 
went to bat when Stanford announced plans for 88-foot 
“high rise” apartments across San Francisquito creek from 
some choice west Menlo Park subdivisions. The city would 
look pretty silly if it countenanced developments whick its 
representatives would deny to neighbors. 


On the other hand, compelling economic reasons mili- 
tate in favor of taller buildings than are presently cus- 
tomary in the town. It’s been several years, now, since 
business district land values passed the point at which it’s 
economical to build a single-story biulding. Land values 
are continuing to rise and the only way a landowner will 
be able to make money in the future is to develop his 
holdings even more extensively than has been done hereto- 
fore. 

Perhaps the city’s new planner has some ideas on how 
the city’s government can stimulate future intensive devel- 
opment of lands in a manner not offensive to the single- 
family home-dwellers and acceptable also to the “business 
interests” in the community. 

But in the final analysis, the decision has to be made 
by the members of the city council. It’s going to be a tough 
one.

Lawyers Will Probably Learn 
Advertising Does No Moral Damage 


Election year is at hand and for once, the county's 
attorneys are getting into the act, because there’s a judg 
ship clection coming up and lawyers will probably join 
other races too. 

This will put the members of the legal profession into 
an unfamiliar position where we like to see them: They'll 
be in a position to advertise as candidates — once the cam 
paign gets to that stage. 

The reason we'll be happy with this situation is that 
the members of the bar have been telling each other for 
years that it’s “unethical” for an attorney to advertise in 
accepted media, such as newspapers. Doctors, accountants, 
most dentists and other people who consider themselves 
to be in “the high professions” also eschew advertising, 
using the same word, “unethical,” as the excuse. 

The word doesn't appeal to us. The free press of the 
country could find itself in very real danger, should the 
clothing, auto and grocery retailers form associations and 
decide that newspaper advertising, though not reproach- 
able as such, was “unethical” for members of the associ- 
ations to indulge in. 

We dont advocate a situation in which newspaper 
buyers would be treated to ads reading, “This Week Only — 
Divorcesfor $199.98!" over the signature of a law firm, or 
“Appendectomies — special — $55.99 with this coupon” over 
the name of our favorite clinic. We doubt if such a situation 
could be brought about, or would make us rich, even if 
the professional associations who say it’s “unethical” for 
their members to advertise in newspapers were to abandon 
their stand. 

But at any rate 
lawyers are going to advertise. Not as lawyers, you under- 
stand, but as candidates for judgeships and other political

City Water Supply Is Tied To a Big System 


California, as everyone has 
been made aware, has a water 
preblem. 

Basically the problem is one 
which could be foreseen: It 
consists of getting the water 
from various natural water- 
sheds to areas where the bulk 
of the population resides. 

Although for the past sever- 
al years emphasis has been 
placed on Southern California’s 
growing need for water, the 
bay area itself faces possible 
future water shortages if the 
population grows by a couple 
of million more residents and 
residents of Menlo Park can 
expect to have to share in the 
expense of bringing more wat- 
er here, as well as the expense 
of solving the water shortage 
preblems of other parts of the 
state. 

The Los Angeles water sup- 
ply, according to. current think- 
ing, is to be enhanced by water 
from the Feather river, in the 
north part of the state. Other 
rivers, too, are expected to be 
tapped and the water sent south 
some hundreds of miles to wat- 
er the thirsty deserts beyond 
the Tehachepi. 

State water resources pec 
ple have long called this 
project the “Paul Bunyan 
Project,” and whether they 
are speaking facetiously o1 
not, it is a truly monumental 
one. 

Menlo Park’s water supply 
tied to that of the city of San 
Francisco, also comes from a 
long way off 

The depth of the snow pack 
of Yosemite Valley may not 
eencern residents in general 
but it should—for this is the 
source of supply today 

It wasn’t always necessary to 
go that far for water. 

The Peninsula, with its rela- 
tively dependable rains, used 
to have a _ respectably high 
water table and as late as the 
1920's, many residents pumped 
their own water from wells. 
This was particularly true in 
the case of East Palo Alto resi- 
dents, many of whom had start 
ed ranches as participants in 
the Charles Weeks poultry col- 
ony. 

The first water company 
to be established in the area 
was set up in 1863. Dubbed 
the Arroyo de las Presa wat- 
er company, it was the direct 
antecedent of the California 
Water Service Co., which 
still serves most of Menlo 
Park 

The company later changed 
its name to the Corte Madera 
water company, and establish- 
ed a storage basin in the vicin- 
ity of the present Bear Gulch 
reservoir. It also secured the 
rights to a watershed. 

In 1889 several owners of 
iarge estates in the area decid- 
ed they needed a better supply 
and, accordingly, the Bear 


Gulch Water company was 
formed at that time. 

Its owners secured the assets 
of the older water company, 
put up some $500,000, and ran 
a main from the reservoir to 
what is now downtown Menlo 
Park. They also secured a 1500- 


acre watershed above Wood- 
side. 
The Bear Gulch company 


probably wasn’t too profitable, 
since, by 1914, there were only 
314 customers on the line. 
But meantime, in 1898, 
Mrs. James C. Flood, wife of 
the Bonanza baron, deeded 
her stock in the water com- 
pany to the University of 
California. The profits were 
supposed to support a schol- 
arship.

deeds and gifts, the university 
come into complete control of 
the water company in 1914. The 
university operated it until 
1935, when it was sold to the 
California Water Service com- 
pany. 

The California Water Service 
company hooked up to the 
Hetch Hetchy system operated 
by the city of San Francisco 
and it is through the mains of 
the latter water system that 
Menlo Park gets its water. 

More recently, the city of 
Menlo Park has gone into the 
water business, establishing its 
own municipal water depart- 
ment in the early 1950's. 

The municipal department 
supplies water, at present, to 
the Willows and Belle Haven 
areas. These previously were 
served by smaller independent 
systems, not by the privately 
owned California Water Serv- 
ice agency. 


The city water department 
can be expected to grow, 
since it’s just as easy for the 
city to hook up to the Hetch 
Hetchy mains, as it is for the 
private utility company. 
Thus, as new areas such as 
the Sharon estate open up, 
they, too, are hooked to the 
city system. 


As presently set up, the city 
water system isn’t supposed to 
make a profit. The city council, 
in setting up its water depart- 
ment, decreed that present 
users should be overcharged so 
that more water mains could 
be purchased. 

However, in cities operating 
their own utilities, it’s been 
found that selling water is a 
fairly good moneymaking en- 
terprise and, in cities where 
such profits are ploughed into 
the general fund, considerable 
tax savings can be shown. 

Of course, all the money is 
coming out of the same pockets 
anyhow, but it looks nice.. 

Meanwhile, the bay area is 
using more and more water, 
and officials of the city of San 
Francisco say a new main from 
the Sierras is going to be need- 
edf within the next few years. 

Naturally, the cost of this, 
too, will have to be passed on 
to the consumers. 


The budget dollar will be 
collected by Uncle Sam from 
the people and businesses of 
the nation. Individual income 
taxes will provide 52 cents of 
each dollar collected; corpora- 
tion income taxes will provide 
28 cents of the tax dollar; ex- 
cise taxes will provide another 
11 cents and other revenues 
will provide 9 cents. :

Federal Government Angling 
For More Local Controls

Most of us jump up and 
down, cuss everyone in gen- 
eral and vow we'll never vote 
for this or that political figure 
again—ever! We won't inti- 
mate that our local taxes are 
cheap although they are in 
line or lower than in many 
jurisdictions in the fast grow- 
ing areas. In talking of the 
county budget recently we 
pointed out that the board of 
supervisors could control only 
25 per cent of the total spend- 
ing program.

The Department Functions | 
and Policies as followed by the | 
Park Recreation De-| 
partment are drawn from the} 
recommendations of the Cali-| 
fornia State Recreation Com-| 
mission in Sacramento. They | 
are as follows: 

“Recreation is an indivi- 
dual or group experience mo- 
tivated primarily by the plea- 
sure derived therefrom. It | 
takes many forms and may 
be a planned or spontaneous 
activity. It is one of man’s 
principal opportunities for 
enrichment of living and is 
the natural expression of cer- | 
tain human interests and | 
needs, 

Public recreation services | 
are established to provide for | 
the happiness, protection and | 
general welfare of the people. | 
These services are rendered by 
the Menlo Park Recreation | 
Department and are financed | 
primarily by taxation. | 

As a branch of city govern- 
ment, the Recreation Depart-| 
ment is charged with the re- 
sponsibility for planning, pro- 
moting, organizing, conducting | 
and administering recreation | 
programs, areas, and facilities. | 
The Recreation Department 
cooperates with and _ supple- 
ments the efforts of the home, 
church and school in providing 
leisure opportunities, and in- 
tegrates its services with the 
activities of private and com- 
mercial recreation organiza- 
tions. The department is kept 
free from partisan influences. 

The Menlo Park Recrea- 
tion Department is composed | 
of a commission of lay citi- 
zens with advisory powers, 
an operating department | 
with employed and volunteer 
personnel, land and water 

areas, financial resources | 
and a comprehensive activi- 
ty program. 

The Recreation Department | 
possesses and is delegated the | 
powers to act for the common | 
good in the administration of | 
a public function. This delega- | 
| tion of power is accomplished 
through resolutions, ordinanc- 
es and the laws cf the State of 
| California. | 

The administrative fune- 
tion of the Menlo Park Rec- 
reation Department is to ex- 
ecute responsibilities and 
duties, according to the pow- 
ers delegated to the depart- 
ment by the governmental 
jurisdiction.
